Plan. Comprehensive 
Junior Hockey Program 


In order to organize young hockey 
players in Wainwright for a season of 
sport and to develop sportsmanship 
among these young Canadians,*: we 
need a catalogue of our players with 
break-down according to ages. 

The following exerpt from the Al- 
berta Amateur Hockey A&soc., by-laws 
explains the age classification: 

A Juvenile player is one who is un- 
der 18 years of age on- November 1, 
in the season in which he ‘wishes to’ 
play. * 

A Midget player is one who js under 
16 years of age on November 1. 

A Bantam player is one who is un- 
der 14 years of age on November 1. 

(Junior players are under 20 years) 

The system outlined to be fullowed 
is to organize at each level as far:as, 
possible, with the boys moving up to 
the next bracket according to ability 
‘and as age indicates. Thus is built up 
a team spirit in competition at the 
same age and weight’ levels, with 
progressive moves into faster com- 
‘pany. The boy has the inventive of 
getting onto the next higher team, with 
the away-from-home games that they 
play. ; ; 

_ As an example of the effectiveness 
of this organization, Vegreville’ has 
every group organized with promotions 
every season. Locally, several Junior 
players will move into Intermediate 
competition, this year. ’ : 


Incidently, Senior Hockey, officially, 
is that calibre played in Western Can- 
ada by the city teams in the Western 
Canada Senior Hockey League. Inter_ 
mediate hockey is divided into A and 
B sections, with A represented by the 
Central Alberta Hockey League, Ed- 
monton, Camrose Maroons, Ponoka, 
etc. Intermediate B covers the hockey 
played in. organized leagues in the 
towns’ of Alberta,.but there is also 


bush-league hockey in many places. 


yet. Wainwright is building towards

All Juvenile players who wish to 
play. hockéy this season should sub- 
bit their name, together with their 
birthday, and usual position, to Kenn 
Tory.

It seems that a primary cause for this falling off is that the 


members have not been receiving quite as much for their 


calves at the sale as they felt they should, Let us therefore 
try and take another look at the whole picture, and see if it 
is not possible that we are losing sight of the plan and purpose 
of the clubs in our desire for greater cash rewards. . 

' The : of the calf club movement is chiefly to dis- 
tribute up-to-date information and educate young farm folks 
in the methods of judging, feeding, caring for and handling 
livestock. In addition the club affords instruction in the handl- 
ing of meetings, in conduct in general and good sportsmanship 
and citizenship. Actually the latter ‘of the work are 
given considerable prominence, and nearly half of the young 
persons time while working with the group, is devoted to learn- 
ing the proper handling of and deportment in public meetings. 

However, as the name implies, the more important part of 

. the work is that connected with the actual work relating to 

stock-raising, and ‘here the information and instruction which 

is given to the club members is aged worth.the time and cost 
of club membership.

The announcement that the international food ae 
plan fostered by the United Nations has fallen through is in- 
deed unhappy news. As stated in our last issue, Britain is by 
far our greatest purchaser of surplus farm products —- and by 
the world “surplus” we do not mean the result of some occa- 
sional overproduction, but rather that substantial part of the 
produce of the farm for which there is no local market. .

We will 
have a hard time selling them to anyone else, because most 
nations who could pay for them are already producing a sur- 
plus themselves, for which they must find ‘markets. 

' However, on second thought, we wonder whether the col- 
lapse of the organization will make too much difference.

ean lift Britain by her bootstraps and put dollars in her pock- 
ets.

and added subsidies. We want an 
equalizing of rewards and get instead 
taxation that limits incentive and 
strangles effort. We think of world 
government or the abolition of war

I've Been Thinking 
About Rewards to Students 


H. G. Teskey 


It is a fine thing to reward people 
for work well and conscientiously done 
It is'a practical and effective way of 
saying “Thank You”. It is something 
of a payment for service beyond that 
required in the ordinary performance 
of duties. It is encouragemént for a 
It re- 
sults in a harmony of feeling between 
giver and receiver that unites them 
in bonds of friendship, confidence and 
goodwill. 

In the field of education rewards 
are of special importance. Young 
people, especially, must know that the 


_| efforts that they make are recogniz- 


ed and appreciated. So all good tea- 
ehers have their ways of granting 
rewards, not just to good students, 
but to all students who put forth a 
greater effort than that which is ex- 
pécted of them as a minimum, Of 
course these rewards are not mater- 
ial things—and for that reason they 
are all the more valued by most rec- 
ipients—but consist of praise, judic 
lously bestowed, stars, or superior 
work publicly displayed. Teachers 
know the value of praise as few oth- 
ers, except most mothers,, do. 

But rewards must not be lavishly 
bestowed upon the deserving and un- 


deserving alike, otherwise their value 
is lost. They must be reserved for 
superior effort. Those who become ac- 


ehstomed to receiving rewards for 
every bit of effort expended come to 
regard such rewards as pay and will 
not work without them: And ‘this 
attitude of always looking for rewards 
can have unfortunate consequences. 
It can largely destroy a pérson’s value 
Yo his community where a large 
‘amount of donated effort is necessary 
How could our Boardg of Trade, ser- 
vice clubs, church organizations, 
sports clubs, etc., etc. function un- 
less many ‘people were willing to don- 
ate their unrewarded services to their 
administration? It would be a sorry 
world indded if each and all of us, be- 
fore performing any work, should 
ask, “What do I gain by this?” 

This world ts a pleasant place in 
which to live because it is largely 
peopled by unselfish persons who give 
for the joy of giving to worth enter- 
prises. Such people are the ones we 
like to make our friends for we know 
they will not ask, “How much do I 
get?’ before they rush to our aid in 
time of need. It is to be sincerely hop- 
ed that their numbers and enthusiasm 
will continue to increase. 

But I have @t times been sorely trou- 
bled at the bestowal of rewards upon 
those who have merely performed their 
bounden duties. Both teachers and 
parents have been the guilty (7?) par- 
ties.. Many teachers, obsessed by the 
idea that “more.can be gained by prai- 
se than by censure” insist upon giving 
that praise whether deserved or not, 
Many loving and ambitious parents of- 
fer their‘children bribes if they so

They are often generous, well-inten- 
tioned and forward-looking. But they 
are just “mournful beginnings" of 
thinking, as we are of people. We have | 

a vast credulousness, and with it a 
indonesian wealth of latent capacity. 
The capacity we stifle, the credulous- 
ness tells us that someone other than 
ourselves will “take life forward.” We 
have an absurd and thoughtless con- 
fidence in the good will, sense and 
devotion of the men in whom we have 
vested the power to put reforms into 
operation. We ‘don’t approve of them 
when they touch ourselves, but we 
hopefully expect miracles of broad-, 
minded altruism on ‘matters more 
distantly personal. But the lesson of 
all history is that power is never so 
used, We cannot hope for it now. The 
best we can hope is that, as. indivi- 
duals, we will share that power; that 
we will invest our individual strength 
and integrity in honestly informing 
ourselyes, and assume our own mea- 
sure esponsibility, rather than 
bridge it to some committee or group 
or government. The people's represent 
atives in parliament are the mirror of 
the people themselves, Society has 
never been better than the quality of 
the units that compose it, If we re- 
main the “mournful beginnings” of 
people we cannot hope that our gov- 
ernment can provide more than the 
“mournful beginnings” of our high and 
generous hopes. 

Liberty is never the first concern of 
government. It is in the charge of the 
people. from whom 
spring. It js not a lasting and inalien- 
able endowment. As Justice Frank- 
furter of the United States Supreme 
Court has said of it: “This heritage is 
always endangered by inertia and 
complacency, by timidity and reluct- 
ance to keep abreast of the needs of a | 
progressive society. This is a graver 
challenge than any from without.” 


the children should be obligated to 
do without material reward. 

Children should be made to under- 
stand that by doing good work they are 
helping themselves, not conferring a 
benefit upon teachers or parents; o- 
therwise they will be prone to refuse to 
exert themselves unless the reward 
is in sight. Our schools have alarming 
ly great number of students who think 
they are in school to satisfy the whims 
of parents and have only a vague idea, 
if any,that self betterment will result. 
And I rather suspect that in many 
cases the idea originated when a per- 
plexed parent made a rash promise to 
eet the child to quietly go to school 


I have in mind a student who was 
promised a bicycle if he won promo- 
tion from grade 8 with honors. He did 
this with ease and collected his loot. 
But the lamented sequel was that ne- 
ver again in his high school career did 
he do anything worthy of commenda- 
tion - possibly because his parents 
could not afford to offer’ better prizes 
in succeeding years. 

The above is not an isolated case. 
Almost invariably the grant of material 
award to a young student has the ef- 
fect of making him unwilling to strive 
for excellence in attainment solely for 
the satisfaction that excellence gives. 
If we do not continue to take joy and 
pride out of a job superbly done, with- 
out thinking of the reward, we have 
lost something essential’ to growth 
of civilization and the welfare of man- 
kind. 

I would make a serious appeal to all 
parents to refrain from promising re- 
wards for services to be performed in 
the future. If parents request the ser- 
vices, it is the duty of the child to per- 
form them without compensation. If 
the work has been particularly well 
erformed, then may come reward in the 
form of praise or material wealth. But. 
if the latter is given, then it is best that 
the reward not be given for particular 
service, but because the general con- 
@uct of the child has been pleasing to 


the parent and deserves ‘special com-|- 


mendation. If this rule is followed, the 
child will not come to expect rewards 


and win a promotion - something which | and, will appreciate them all the more

The Provincial Junior Seed Fair is 
again being sponsored by the Provin- 
cial and Federal Departments of Ag- 
riculture.

Cases’ were mentioned of farmers, 
who during spraying operations were 
unable to obtain the brand with which 
they started and had to change over 
to the product of another company, 
Not realizing that the newly purchas- 
ed product. was of different strength 
from the one previously used, impro- 
per application occured and the results 
Were not satisfactory. 

Many farmers do not like the idea 
of having to make detailed calcula- 
tions before mixing the 2,4-D and it 
would simplify matters considerably 
if all brands of 2,4-D contained the 
same amount of acid per gallon. It 
was realized that there are difficulties 
from. the manufacturing angle, but the 
general opinion was that standardiza- 
tion would prove of tremendous ad- 
vantage and that an early attempt 
should be made to solve this problem. 


ORIENTATION OF FIELD 
SHELTERBELTS 


The main function of a fielq shelter- 
belt is to lessen wind influence. In 
doing so there is reduced soil erosion, 
less moisture evaporation, reduction 
in mechanical injury to crops and les- 
sened snow movement. Keeping this 
main influence in mind the orienta- 
tion of field shelterbelts may be dec- 
ided. At the same time convenience 
in the cultivation and cropping of 
land should be considered. 

In most districts of the prairie re- 
‘gion of Canada, saya Jehn Walker, 
superintendent Forest Nursery Sta- 
tion, Indian Head, Sask., field shelter- 
belts with a north-south orientation 
would seem te be most beneficial, 
particularly for crops seeded each year 
In much of southern Alberta where 
prevailing winds are more or less 
from the south west, field shelterbelts 
with an east-west orientation may be 
most desirable. 

For grasses, other perennial crops, 
and possibly for winter wheat, where 
snow retention on fields is considered 
a very desirable effect of a field shel- 
terbelt, orientation in one direction 
may not be superior to anether. No 
other crops will benefit more than 
these from extra water resulting from 
snow drifts. 

From limited soil moisture tests 

ie by the Forest Nursery Station it 
would seem that, as time passes, a 
significant build-up of soil moisture 
may be expected on the north side of 
an east-west belt.

The~- portion now 
standing will cost the Chamber of 
Commerce roughly $400.00. The entire 
cost is in the neighborhood of 1500.00.
